limiting the p ark in g time in certain parts 
of the business district to one hour, and 
which is being rigidly enforced on Ohio 
avenue 
betw een 
Main 
street and 
Fifth 
street. 
The “ City D ads,“ in enacting such an 
ordinance had in mind a “ cure’^ for the 
man w ho w as a perm anent parker, so to 
speak, the fello w w'ho brought his car 
down to the business district at eight a. 
m. and p arked until noon and then again 
at one to five p. m. without giving the 
merchant, w ho needed the space on the 
street, for those who would come down 
or to towm in their cars to do shopping, 
the least consideration. 
S(ÿme of our best merchants, w’ho have 
been giving careful attention to the e f­ 
fect of the enforcem ent of such an ordi­ 
nance believe 
that 
the time set is too 
short, favo rin g a tw o hour limit instead of 
one and that the hours of operation of the 
ordinance should be named, say from ten 
o’clock a. m. to five p. m., except Satur­ 
days w hen they should be extended to ten 
o ’clock p. m. The merchants are com plain­ 
ing that it does not give the shoppers the 
time necessary to complete their ordinary 
liUrchases wdthout the annoyance of h av­ 
ing to move their cars or be subject to 
arrest.

tomb. 
The Birger band, that made its forays

But they w'ere granted a new" trial 
on discovery that most of the direct testi­ 
m ony w'as perjured by witnesses suborn­ 
ed by Birger. 
Trials have been contests 
of cunning in perjury. 
A t any time the 
most d am aging witnesses 
m ay 
confess 
that they w’ere bribed to sw'ear falsely. 
Some of the 
testimony 
revealed an 
am azin g condition. 
“ He ordered me to 
kill the m ayor,’’ said a witness, as if that 
exonerated 
him 
from 
all 
blame. 
This 
general attitude, grow in g out of terror­ 
ism inspired by the leaders, is a unique 
feature of this reign of crime. 
A ll the 
forces of decency in Illinois should 
be 
marshaled to insure the blotting out of 
Birgerism and Sheltonism. 
A dozen de­ 
feats should not discourage the law" abid­ 
ing in w iping out this disgrace on civiliza­ 
tion.
